Just 
as the “ordeal by fire” and the or­ 
deal by lot” proceeded Blackstone 
In the field of law. All the magnifi­ 
cent skills and technique of mod­ 
em medicine grow out of a swamp 
of superstition and a Jungle of 
strange huggerm ugger and horren­ 
dous nonsense which seems unbe­ 
lievable today.

There was resort to 
blood-letting for almost any serious 
ailment. 
“Sacred bitters'* were al­ 
ways on hand In the apothecary * 
shop 
When King Charles I sank Into 
unconsciousness while he was being 
shaved, a famous Dr. Scarburgh was 
one of fourteen physicians sum­ 
moned to treat tile king. The doctor 
gives some details of their emerg­ 
ency treatment, as follows:

"First they bled the monarch 
from a vein In his right arm 
and then ' cupped'* out blood 
from his shoulder. Then, in

Grand Free-for-AU 
The practice of medicine was a 
grand free-for-all in those days, 
and apothecaries, who reveled In all 
sorts of queer hocup-pocus. were

ping them, and intelligent physi­ 
cians, who had a glimmering of th* 
far horizons of scientific medicine, 
were helpless against them . Old 
Sam Johnson, joined the fight and 
helped pull them down, but it wa* 
not until 1866 that a medical edu­ 
cation was required for practice in 
England.

quackery into latter decades, and 
the persistence of "granny medi­ 
cine” as disclosed by the above
